•SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


To the Citizens and Taxpayers of West Rutland : 

The Selectmen have drawn one hundred and thirty one 
(131) orders on the treasurer the past year, as follows, viz : 
Highway fund for labor and material on highways, $2907.02. 
Poor expenses, iusane poor, taxes on town farm, etc., $74.20. 
Salary of overseer of poor to February 1st, eleven months, 
$440. Rutland Savings Bank, for money loaned town, 
$1,000. W. II. DuBois, state treasurer, for state taxes, 
$2,372.93. Apportionment of salary board of selectmen, old 
town, 1886, $98.60. Legal aud other current expenses, 
$2,337.91. Total, $9,230.66. 

NEW HIGHWAYS. 

Blanchard avenue, S 19.75 ; new road in Wood ward ville, 
$19.12; Mullinroad, $40.00; Tko9. Burke, land damage on 
pent road, $100. 

OVERSEER OF POOR. 

Mr. Matthew Quinlan’s salary was agreed upon between 
himself and the Selectmen at four hundred and eighty dol- 
lars per year. We wish to say here, and think that upon 
close observation of his report found elsewhere, the citizens 
and taxpayers will agree with us that Mr. Quinlan has made 
a very good showing the past year, and has acted in every 
branch of his capacity for the best interests of the town. 

DOGS. 

One hundred and twenty-two licenses at one dollar, and 
six at four dollars. Oue hundred and twenty-eight in all 
have been issued for dogs the past year, amounting to $146. 
Town Clerk’s fees, $14.60. Orders to pay for damage done 
by dogs have been drawn to Rolla Griswold, $6 ; J. H 
Mead, $10 ; Patrick Kinney, $12 ; Charles Boardman, $25 ;

TOWN LIQUOR AGENCY, 

The County Commissioner appointecKMr. E, H. Wllite as 
town liquor agent in May last. The Selectmen did not vote 
to furnish him liquors until Nov. 1st, following. His report

STATE TAX, 

A State tax of thirteen per cent on grand list was voted at 
last March meeting. This amount included costs of collec- 
tion. 

MEMORIAL HALL, 

As is well understood by the voters, there was no tax laid 
as West Rutland’s share for the completion of Memorial Hall ■ 

DIVISION OF THE TOWN. 

The selectmen have exercised their best judgment in em- 
ploying counsel on the apportionment of the town indebted- 
ness and the appraisal and division of town property . 

DEBT AND TAXATION. 

In accordance with a vote passed at the special town meet- 
ing Oct. 22, 1887, we have caused bonds to be issued to the 
amount of $17,500.00, bearing interest at 5 per cent. Bonds 
are payable in from five to twenty years with option of an- 
nual payments on same. Interest on bonds payable semi- 
annually. There is now three month’s interest due on same 
amounting to $262.50

SCHOOL HOUSES. 

No. G District— A miserable school house. If this dis- 
trict has auy ambition, it will go to working soon ns possible 
ami build a new house. The one that has the name is not at 
all tit for children to attend school in. It*s a hundred years 
behind the times. Think of it though, with only one privy 
for S3 children. It’s a shame for a civilized people. 

No, 7 District— A very good building with six fine 
rooms, well laid out, three of which are well seated. The 
other three should follow suit, and have those easy and com- 
modious seats for little children to rest against. House 
badly in need of renovating both inside and out. Also some 
good wall maps in the four lower departments, and globes in 
the two highest are needed. 


No, 8 District — -A neat and commodious school house, 
well provided for, just having two new privies built — only 
one draw-back— the old fashioned and stiff-backed seats. 

No, ft District— This is a new building I am told, but 
woefully neglected. There is part of the ceiling off, the win- 
dow broken in hall, and looks as if it never was whitewashed 
since built. 

No, SI District — A large building, but not near large 
enough. It can be seen by looking over the number of chil- 
dren on class rolls for past year, 253, that at least one more 
teacher is needed, with one more room, If the district cannot 
afford to build a new school house. This house is well taken 
care of. It has been painted the past year — the only excep- 
tion in town. Now if they would buy some globes and wall 
maps for highest class, they would be pretty well fixed. 

Central District- — This house does not look much like a 
school house on the outside, but there is a good large room, 
nicely papered, inside, with a smaller room for assistant. 
This is the only district in town that has changed teachers 
each term, and I believe it has a good teacher now, I hope 
they will try to keep her. Water closets should be looked 
after ; they don’t seem to accommodate children. 

TEACHERS. 

All the teachers as a rule are very good. I find that all 
complain of the poor attendance of children. I know it's so. 
Still, parents are the first to complain, when I know that ti e 
principal fault lies at their own doors. Keep your children 
at school and they cannot but learn. 

In looking over the number of children attending our pub- 
lic schools in West Rutland, there are 833 pupils, and com- 
paring these with last year, I find there is a falling off of six 
children. 

Though there lias been a good deal of sickness in town, I 
find that none of our school children have died.
